Upper Class People. Selfish. 


In times of trouble the upper class are never 
the real leaders and backbone of at least one 
party, throwing themselves heart and sou: 
into the defense of that party and its prin- 
ciples. They pack their trunks and leave for 
Paris or remain quietly at home walting to 
discover the victor so that they may flock 
@round him and bask in the sun of his favor. 

However well educated, “however hospl- 
table, however courteous and pleasant to 
meet and associate with, the fact remains 
that the upper class Mexican Is governed 
practically solely by his own selfish desires. 
This class will support any ruler who leaves 
them their special priviléges. They will plot 
against and furnish the money necessary to 
overthrow any leader who threatens to de- 
prive them of these privileges. There are 
amongst them, of course, exceptions to this 
rule. They are so few, however. as to only 
serve to accentuate its generality. 


Still Under Feudal System. 


The mass of the people, ignorant and 
poverty stricken, have bardly yet had their 
consciousness awakened to more than the 
supply of their immediate needs. The lowest 
class of practically a feudal system of society, 
they have not as yet any general conception 
of any other system.

‘‘ Miss Davison died for wyumen. She did 
this to call attention to their wrongs and win 
for them the vote. The government's re- 
fusal to grant the vote drove her to make her 
protest. The argument has not convinced 
Mr. Asquith of the seriousness of his posi- 
tion, but perhaps the woman's death will. 

‘Miss Davison's memory will live in 
woman's heart and history for all time. 
There will be a public funeral in honof of 
this soldier who has falien in the war for 
women.” 

The inquiries as to Miss Davison’s con- 
dition were constant, Mrs. Pankhurst, who 
is still in bed and very weak, caused a tele- 
phone inquiry to be sent in her name.

She asked to be excused 
from “jury’’ service. Mrs. Esther Falken- 
stein also was reported to have sent fer res- 
ignation as a “ juror.”’ 


Dr. Edna Forsyth Also Quits. 

Dr. Edna Forsyth, another member of the 
jury appointed by “Judge” Jones, Wasamong 
the first to withdraw her name from the list. 
She asked the ‘‘ judge " to excuee her on the 
grounds that she knew Judge Cooper. She 
was excused, J 

‘Judge’ Jones’ court is now shy three 
jurors and a prosecuting aitorney. The 
Judge " filled a previous vacancy when she 
announced she would serve in the jury box, in 
additien to presiding on the bench. She says 
she will not act as prosecuting attorney. 
The “judge” declares it is about all one 
woman can do to be judge and on the jury at 
the same time. 


Text of “Mrs.” Squire’s Withdrawal. 

* Mrs."’ Squire's refusal to serve as a juror 
was embodied in the following letter to 
** Judge’ Jones: 

“ Thig is to tell you that, after careful con- 
sideration, I think {t would be wisest for me 
to give up my place on your committee to 
some one else. For one thing, I doubt if I 
can afford the time. 

‘This is not the only reason, however. Iam 
not in favor of the ‘ jury plan,’ nor dol favor 
the attack upon Judge Cooper at this particu- 
lar time. Differing as I do in Many ways 
from the rest of you, I am afraid I should 
only embarrass you and kill your enthusiasm 
while 1 am trying get light enough to see 
clearly. 

“You see, I think slowly, while you think 
quickly. I want to do things in the cold light 
of mature reasoning; you want to do them in 
the hot light of enthusiasm. 


Brings In Woman Suffrage. 

“That the age-long subjection of woman

On the contrary, some of 
the day’s speakers in pulpits themselves are 
not enlisted with the prohibition movement, 
but they are vitally opposed to what they 
term the vicious possibilities and probabili- 
ties of the Gorman measure. 


Creates $18,000,000 Value. 

Robert McMurdy. president of the Illinots 
Bar association, speaking at Lincoln Center 
in the afternoon, declared the act would 
create a vaiue of $18,000,000 for the interests 
owning Chicago saloons. He aiso pointed 
out that the capital stock of the breweries is 
largely owned by nonresidents, unconcerned 
with illinois social probiems. 

A resolution adopted at the close of e 
Murdy’s speech and ¢rdered isieeranhed/to 
the lieutenant governor and the legi ure 
denounced the bill as “ essentially vicious

they are now interested to capitalize. 

“The saloonkeepers who hold some of 
these licenses are of course interested in 
the same way, but they are by comparison 
few. 
as the whole liquor question has so largely 
come to be. All liquor laws are made to 
ft personally owned saloons and they often 
fail when applied to szloons owned by brew~ 
ery corporations; we have not yet followed 
the lead of other cities in prohibiting brew< 
ers from owning the saloons. Particularly 
is this true of the breweries the capital 
stock of which is owned by nonresidents of 
America, who have no interests whatever 
in. our “social or mora! problems. 


Cites Monopoly Feature.

I have no 
interest for or against any bill, with the 
exception of a minimum. wage measure, 
and I will pass on questions regarding that 
bill according to their merits, exactly as I 
will with any other, fairly and 
according to the rules of the senate. Iam 
going to make a ruling against personalities, 
but I will give both sides absolutely fair 
treatment.”’

Senator Lewis Fears Lawless- 
| hess Will Attend State’s 
Attorneyship Imbroglio. 


SEES LAW NOT RESPECTED 


Calls Political Clashes Between 
Public Officials Grave Men- 
ace to Justice. 


Washington, D. C., June 8.—[Special.]— 
Senator J. Hamilton Lewis has been ponder- 
ing over the state's. attorneyship war in 
Chicago and “‘ views with alarm ”’ the ruc- 
tion stirred up over the title of his fellow 
Democrat, Maclay Hoyne, tothe Cook county 
offee. 

In a formal statement issued today Mr. 
Lewis says: ‘I am much disturbed over 
what is sure to be the effect of this conflict 
over the state’s attorney at Chicago. The 
people of our city will surely reap a harvest 
of murder, highway robbery, and a carnival 
of general crime this winter. 

“Every big crook and criminal, footpad 
and house robber of every kind will be in- 
formed through their allies, as well as 
through the press, that at Chicago—one of 
the greatest fields of their undertakings— 
the chief prosecutor has the enmity of the 
courts and the opposition of the public; 
that he is in disfavor with juries, and has 
not the popular support of the community 
of which he is the officer, and has not the 
coéperation of his fellow citizens. 


_ Feare Breakdown of Law. 

“Juries will not convict wherever they 
fee] that to defeat the prosecutor is popular. 
Judges will refuse to give the greater con- 
sideration due the office in the prosecution 
of offenders where they might feel the 
sentiment that the prosecutor is not regarded 
with favor by the public, and as one not serv- 
ing in their welfare. 

“Criminals will take license to continue 
crime, and the public will inherit the bur- 
dens of increased taxes caused by the in- 
creased expenditures in the attempt to con- 
vict criminals, and the citizenship generally 
endure multiplied hardships over this. un- 
seemly conflict which will create antagonisms 
between certain elements of our citizenship 
and their official prosecutor, the state's 
attorney. 

“‘ Also, the spectacle presented of personal 
opposition of judges to the prosecutor. when 
both are officials of the people. where each 
vent their personal grievances upon each 
other; of visiting political grievances or po- 
litical vengeance of some faction in their 
own party, or of executing some political 
grudge or political opposition, is calculated 
to bring the court into contempt and the 
officia] into disrespect.

Postor Whose Heresy. Trial 
Stirred Presbyterians, Ex- 
pires in New York.

New York, June 8.—[(Special.J—The Rev. 
Dr. Charles A. Briggs, whose trial for heresy 
by the presbytery of New York in 1892 gave 
the church world much to think and talk 


about, died at 3 o’clock this morning in his 


apartments in the Union Theological semi- 
nary at 606 West One Hundred and | Twenty- 
geccnd street. 

At the bedside were Mrs. Briggs, thei 
daughters, Grace Emily Briggs and Olive M. 
Briggs, the author; a son, Alanson Briggs. 
Herbert W. Briggs, another son, and a mar- 
riea daughter, Mrs. Philip M. Kerridge of 
New London, Conn., were unable to be there. 

Dr. Briggs had been ill since the last week 
in May. Pneumonia developed, which further 
weakened hig constitution, making the end 
inevitable. He was the oldest professor of 
the Union Theological seminary. 


Studied at Many Colleges. 

Dr. Briggs was born in this city on Jan. 
om 1841. He studied at the University of 
; Virginia from 1857 to’ 1860, and the Union 
Theological seminary from 1861 to 1863. He 
graduated from the University of Berlin in 
1869. 

He had received degrees of doctor of divin- 
ity from Edinburgh, Princeton, Glasgow, and 
Williams, and the degree Of doctor of liter- 
ature from Oxford university 

Dr. Briggs became pastor of the Presby- 
terlan church at Roselle jn 1869, remaining 
in the pulpit there until 1874, when he _-re- 
signed to become professor of Hebrew and 
cognaté languages in the Union Theological 
seminary. 

In 1891. he was appointed to the‘chair of 
biblical theology, and in 1904 he became ! 


professor of theological see teh, and j 


6ymbolics. 


Was Editor of Church Paper. 

Dr. Briggs was editor of the Presbyterian 
Review for ten years, beginning 1880. It 
was in 1892 that he was tried by the presby- 
tery on a charge of heresy and acquitted 
The charges were based upon an adress 
which he made in 1891. 

It was asserted he taugbt that the church 
and reason were each the fountain of di- 


ures, may and does savingly enlighten men; 
that “errors may have existed in the origi- 
nal text of the Holy Scriptures,” and that 
“many of the Old Testament predictions had 
been reversed by history."’ 

Other of his alleged heretical teachings 
were that “ Moses was not the author of 
the pentateuch,” that *‘ Isafah was not the 
author of half the book which bears his 
name," that the “‘ procésses of redemption 
extend to the world to come,” and.“ that 
sanctification is not complete at death.” 

He was accused also of considering it to be 
a fault of Protestant theology that it limited 
redemption to this world. 

The decision of the presbytery acquiltting 
Dr. Briggs was appealed to the general as- 
sembly and that body suspended him. The 
seminary refused, however, to remove him 
despite the action of the general assembly. 

Dr. Briggs entered the ministry of the 
Protestant Episcopal church, being “or- 
dained a clergyman of that denomination 
in 1899

ONCE GREELEY’S OFFICE BOY

Charles Montrose Faye, for fifteen years 


managing editor of the Chicago Daily News, | 


and one of the most widely known news- 
paper men of the middle west, died at his 
residence in Aurora yesterday morning. He 
was born in New York on September 4, 1351, 
and came west forty yearsago. He had been 
in failing health during the last two years. 
He resig ed his editorial position last De- 
cember and went to Mississippi. His con- 
dition did not improve and he was brought 
back to Chicago several weeks ago and taken 
to the Michael Reese hospital.

By their 
training and the example of their leaders 
they have been taught that success in their 
profession depends upon their loyalty to their 
leaders. The man who makes himse!f the 
most useful to the most successful leader 
stands the best chance of becoming a suc- 
cessful leader bimself. 

In addition, the leaders having set the ex- 
ample of personal gain through dishonesty, 
the whole service is permeated with the same 
system. Soldiers who do not exist are carried 
on the rolls so that their pay and allowances 
may be collected. The purchasing of sup- 


plies and equipment is openly established on 


a system of graft.

Moral Awakening Needed. 

Conditions in the army, as far as mora! 
principles are concerned, are typical of the 
Whole country. What is necessary in Mexi- 
co is a great moral awakening. There can 
be no permanent peace nor real advance with- 
out it. The feeble beginnings of a rea} de 
mocracy almost unconscious of its purpose is 
struggiing biindly, hampered by ignorance 
savagery.and selfishness, againsta primarily 
feudal and Class system of government lack- 
ing the self-sacrifice and service which feu- 
dalism orjginally- demanded, and retaining 
only its selfish prerogativés. 

The United States is interested 
and commercially.

Senators Favor Law Regniring 
Registration of Workers. 


NEED SHOWN BY INQUIRY 


Would Safeguard Legislation from 
Questionable Influences. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 8.—[Special.)—One 
of the practical results of the jiobby inveati- 
gation now being conducted by the senate 
committee will be the enactment of a bill pro- 
viding for the registratioa of lobbyists oper- 
ating in the national capitak 

The committee has been seeking to obtain 
an exact definition of what is a lobby. The 
resulta thus far show that a Iicbby can be 
proper or improper. The nexr question which 
naturally has arisen is: When is a lobby 
improper? 

The solution of this quescix2 wil! lead to 
the development of a method br which the 
tw” houses of congress can draw the tceth 
from lebby and lobby ists. 2 

Many senators who have been on the stand 
have declared that lobbying, not only on 
tariff bills but on other general bills and 
private bills, is a menace to the best interests 


of the people at large. Oth:sre declare that 
the amount of lobbying of an imryroper nature 
carried on in Washington has beer reduced to 
a minimum through na’ural causes and 
changes in our political superstructure. 


Seek to Safeguard Legislation. 

Few senators have been found, however, 
who do not believe that for the common pro- 
tection of the people's interests and to safe- 
guard against unfalr criticism representa- 
tives of legitimate interests who come to 
Washington to present their side of a case 
involved in proposed legislation, the custom 
should be recognized by the federal govern- 
ment, legitimatized. and regulated. 

Because of this general feeling among sen- 
ators, emphasized. by the present investiga- 
tion, it is deemed highly probable that a 
measure Will be passed which will require the 
registration with a legislative officer of the 
government of all persons who either come 
to Washington to influence legislation or 
who stay here for that purpose as regularly 
employed legislative agents of certain inter- 
ests or as “ free lance ”’ lotbyists. 

James Bryce, the great English commoner, 
until recently ambassador to the United 
States, in his work, “ The American Com- 
monwealth,” published in 1889, goes ex- 
haustively into the *“‘ American lobby.”’

ENACTED BY THREAT. 

If the Kleeman Calumet harbor bill hail 
all the merits which it lacks, the method 
which has governed its submission to Gov. 
Dunne would offend even a credulous ex- 
ecutive. 

If this bil] were as 1weritorious as it is bad 
it would remain a sectional! bill. It is de- 
signed to put an improvement, wholly "tin- 
reasonable, in a far corner of Chicago, 
where reasonable improvement would not be 
challenged. and to benefit real estate owners 
at public expense. 

A taxing body to which al! the city and 
some territory dutside pays taxes is author- 
izal to make’an improvement upon which 
the city is to have nothing to say until after 
$1,500,000 has been spent on it. After that 
the referendum vote, say 
whether it wants to spend more. 

Plainly the matter is more than one of 
harbor development. It is one of real estate 
bétterment. The scheme is one whieh has 
been pushed ahead of the other harbor plan 
—the real Chicago harbor plan—and not 
only pushed ahead of it but its passage and 
its acceptance by the governor have been 
made the conditions upon which Chicago can 
obtain its harbor legislation. 

The Calumet region, award in Chicago, 
backed by real estate owners and eorpora- 
tions whose property would benefit, has so 
organized the legislature that Chicago as an 
entirety is entirely at its mercy. 

Hardly a senate bill had been taken up 
by the house, where this Calumet-real! estate 
organization is dominant, when the Kleeman 
bill was sent to the senate. Notice was given 
the senators that nota senate bill would be 
taken up until the senate had passed the 
Kleeman bill. : 

The whole mass of legislation originating 
in the senate was held in jeopardy until the 
senators complied with the demands of the 
Calumet-real estate organization. The sen- 
ate was forced, whatever might have been’ 
its inclination, to pass the Kleeman bill to 
release its own bills in the house. 

That the power to make good this threat 
was held by the Calumet organization will 
_ seem remarkable toany observer. The price 
of legislation was the passage of one bill— 
a sectional bill demanded by a part of a city 
which as a whole did not want it at all. 

But that was notall. It was made clear 
that the threat went further. Gov. Dunne 
must sign the bill or other legislation would 
fail.

The Wodehouses may be said to live up to 
their motto, not only on the polo field, as 
shown by Lord Wodehouse since his arrival 
in this country, but also in social.and polit- 
ical rqations. Thus the present Earl of Kim- 
berley prior to his father’s death was so apt 
to make free use of his fists in settling his 
political differences that he was frequently 
arrested and fined. On one occasion, during 
the course of a parliamentary election in 1895, 
he routed quite a number of the adherents of 
the Conservative candidate, one of his vic- 
tims being the novelist, Sir Rider Haggard, 
who was knocked down and out by a char- 
acteristically Wodehouse blow on the jaw. 
As Lord Kimberley—then Lora Wodehouse—

POWER PLANTS AT STAKE. 


Asserts $1,500,000 Account 
Vill Be Saddled on Elee- 
trical Department. 


Democorats on the sanitary district board 
have removed the last barrier to a plan-for 
geaddling a $1,500,000 account on the elec- 
trical department, according to Trustee Wal- 
lacc G. Clark, by demanding the resignation 
on June 1 of Danie! M. Detinger, controller 
of the district. 

Deininger blocked the Democratic major- 
ity in an effort to discredit municipal owner- 
ship of the electrical department. At a se- 
eret caucus of the majority President Smyth 
was directed to demand his resignation. The 
Democrats said they removed the controller 
because he refused to sign certain vouchers, 

It also was learned yesterday Deininger 
had refused to take certain orders from 
Thomas Suflivan, majority leader on the 
board. According to Trustee Clark, it was 
the plan to transfer the $1,500,000 account 
used for a part of the Lockport-Joliet canal 
extension. 

At Head of Branch Six Years.. 

“Deininger has been at the head of the 
drainage electrical department since it was 
started six years ago,’ Trustee Clark said 
**He has brought the business up so thata 
clear profit of $225,000 a year has been made 
ee'ling power and light at a much lower rate 
than the Commonwealth Edison company 
cculd make. 

‘If the $1,500,000 is added to the electrical 
department, it means $60,000 will be cut from 
the profits of the electrical department. The 
present plan of the majority of the board 
is to make the eiectrical department un- 
profitable. At least, their past actions would 
indicate that. Their whole plan, worked out 
at secret caucuses, is to discredit the munici- 
pal ownership of the public utility. The 
guiding hand of the Commonwealth Edison 
Company easily can be. seen pulling the 
strings.”’ 


Deininger Declines to Talk. 

Mr. Deininger would’ make no statement 
about his resignation. 

“I had an understanding with the trus- 
tees that any time my services were not 
Wanted,” Mr. Deininger said, all they had 
to dc was to indicate it. There has been no 
misunderstanding with the board.”’ 

Trustee Clark said one reason why Deinin- 
g¢*t was asked to resign was he had refused 
to sign vouchers with no bill attached.

“Jesus Christ is the supreme and final au-

“Whatsoever he saith unto you, do it.” 

“Jesus came to save the whole man. He 
came to restore’ and fecreate the individual 
He was not a truth seeker, but a adnan seeker 
and a truth revealer. 7 

“The primary appeal of Jesus is to charac- 
ter. America will be rich enough, JI fancy. If 
America breaks at any point, it will break at 
the point of character. 

“The best definition of ethics I know is this: 
‘Christian ethics is the science of living well 
together, according to the standard of Jesus 
Christ. Holiness, if left to itself, becomes 
sour. but if it goes about doing good it be- 
comes sweet. I know lepers are disagreeable 
to touch; but the cleanest hand of all history 
tonched the lepers, lifted up the beggar, and 
associated with ill smelling fishermen. : 

“The typical American gesture is the hand 
folding inward, as if in the act of acquisition. 
A good name for Christianity is the religion of 
the open hand. The sentiment on the monu- 
ment to ‘Chinese’ Gordon is worthy of imita- 
tion: ‘He gave his heart to God, his help to the 
poor, and his sympathy to the sorrowing.’ 

“T have preached to 15,000 students in various 
colleges and universities during the last year, 
and I find the favorite student scripture verse 
is the one in which Jesus said, ‘The spirit of 
the Lord is upon me because he has anointed 
me to give sight to the blind, to set at liberty 
the captive, and to heal the brokenhearted.’ 

“ Jesus Christ never was provincial. He car- 
ried empires in his heart and worlds in his 
brain. His order is personality, society, human- 
ity.”

Bishop Pleads for 


Electrification Now. 


HE parish of Holy Angels, at Oakwood 
boulevard and Vincennes avenue, skirted 
by three much used automobile drives, an 
elevated line, and two steam. railroad 
lines, yesterday heard an appeal for sup- 

pression of smoke and unnecessary noise 
through city ordinances. The appeal came from 
Bishop Alexander J. McGavick. 

While the bishop spoke the audience heard 
trains rattling along the Kenwood “L” at the 
rear of the chureh and automobiles “ honking” 
along Oakwood boulevard at the front. Once a 
switching engine passed along the Belt line 
tracks, which parallel those of the elevated line. 
Not far away hummed the streams of gutomo- 
biles in Grand and Drexel boulevards and the 
trains along the Illinois Central railroad. Street 
cars rattled along Thirty-ninth street, one bl@ck 
north, There was plenty of atmosphere for the 
bishop’s remarks. 

> 

“The time to eliminate the locomotive smoke 
menace is right now,” he said. “Every citizen 
should write to the alderman of his ward or in- 
terview him personally, urging favorable action 
on the present ordinance., Other cities have 
electrified terminals, and so may Chicago. The 
appearance of our city, the beauty of our archi- 
tecture, the health of our people are at stake. 
Electrification may cost something, but the 
health of the community is better than riches. 

“A sane anti-noise ordinance is as sorely 
needed as one against locomotive smoke. The 
unloading of .freight and express cars in resi- 
dence districts and the switching of cars in 
such districts during the night or early in the 
morning, when the people of the neighborhood 
are trying to sleep, and when possibly’ there 
are sick persons near by fighting a hard battle 
for life, is nothing less than a crime. The man 
of business may say let the sick move away, 
but I say no, let the sick man alone and tet 
the noise be suppressed. Life is more impor- 
tant than money. j

“Perhaps we have enough ordinances on the 
books to cover the unnecessary noises’ produced 
by thoughtless or careless owners and drivers 
of automobiles on our boulevards, If we have, 
we need a more rigid enforcement of these ordi- 
nances. We want the open muffler suppressed at 
all hours of the day and night; we want the 
automobile horn uSed as a Warning, and not as a 
plaything and a nuisance.

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Bought Their Own Home. 

My husband and I have been married sixteen 
years. We determined to own a home in the 
suburbs of Chicago and paid for it at $30 a 
month (just about what we would pay for 
rent) and two interest notes a year. We were 
college young people and realized the value of 
country life and what it means in character 
building for children to be brought up in a home 
of their own. 

Aside from the expenses incident to the birth 
of three children, all of whom were planned 
for wisely and eugenically, we had no doctor’s 
bills. This is a great saving, We had a salary 
of $1,500 to begin with. and in ten years our 
home was clear. We sold it and bought a bet- 
ter one which we are paying for in the same 
way. 

We have practiced most of the economies told 
of by other contributors. Of course, it meant a 
little pinching at times, but in looking back 
the self-denials were insignificant compared to 
the pleasure of planning and working together 
and seeing our children grow up strong and well 
in the open air, surrounded by flowers and trees. 

The question is often asked whether it does 
not cost more to own one’s own home than to 
pay rent. We found that it cost us $29.50 a 
month, counting interest at 6 per cent, and in- 
cluding the repairs, like a new roof, plumbing, 
etc., anid we would have had to pay $32-$35 rent 
for the same size house. S80 it was a little 
cheaper to own and we had the pleasure besides 
of feeling it was ours. I believe in the devices 
for time and labor saving for the kitch®n, like 
a cream whipper, meat chopper, bread mixer, 
home made hay stove, and a high stool. We 
added these one by one. 
ing was in doing the sewing for the family. 
I make all the children’s clothing, undercloth- 
ing, suits, winter and spring coats out of mate- 
rial given me or out of our old garments. I do 
thi: until the boys are 10 years of age. It is 
surprising how often you can piece a garment 
even in front and it will never show. It is as 
much of a problem to get a good looking coat 
out of father’s old overcoat as it was to do prob- 
lems in higher mathematics in college, and just 
as much fun. ,; 

But we do not make the “ cost of everything” 
our chief topic of conversation. So many things 
have a value higher than mere money value and 
we want the children to prize the honor, ijis- 
tice, joy, friendships, and other things which 
cannot be meastired in dollars and cents.,

CURRY CROJUTTES (Kerry Gehakt.)— 
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“One pound of veal, one-fifth of a pound of 
pork, one egg, salt, nutmeg, three tablespoons of 
bread crumbs *aked in two tablespoons of milk, 
one tablespo.o or more of curry, four table- 
spoons of butter, one-half a cup of rice. Chop 
the meat in the usual way (fine) and mix it 
with the egg, bread crumbs, salt, and nutmeg. 
Form it into six round or little oblong rolls and 
roll them in the curry, so that they will be cov- 
ered with a thin layer of it. Then let them lie 
for an hour; prepare them in the morning for 
midday use. An ‘hour before cooking them wash 
the rice and put it into a little pan or bowl with 
one time and a half its measure of boiling 
water, but not so that the water outside will 
boil into the rice. Cover the large pan and let 
the rice cook for almost three-quarters of an 
hour, or until done. Melt three tablespoons of 
the butter in an iron pan, put in the meat 
spheres, and cook them in the oven or on top of 
the stove until they are a fine brown. Pour into 
the juice under them a spoonful of water when 
they are cooked. Stir carefully the remaining 
tablespoon of butter into the rice, but not so as 
to break the kernels, and then grate nutmeg 
over it. Put the rice into a buttered mold and 
then turn it quickly on a hot dish or fill \little 
buttered timbal molds with it, or teacups, and 
pour them out in a circle around the dish. Put 
the- meat spheres into the middle of the dish 
and pour the gravy over them.”

A Plan of Household Work. _ 
“Having received numerous helps from your 
Corner, I destre to offer a few recipes of my 
own. While I am only a housekeeper of short 


‘standing, and as yet there are just ‘we two,’

range my tasks so they may be done in the 
best way with the expenditure of as little 
time and energy as possible. I also assist my 
husband in his work.

When making cake that requires only the 
whites of eggs, an economical way of using 
the yolks is in a salad dressing that will keep 
for an indefinite time in any climate. Here 
is a recipe for salad dressing: Six egg yolks, 
one-half cup of sugar (less if sour dressing 
is desired), one-half teaspoon of ground mus- 
tard, one-half teaspoon of salt, a pinch of 
pepper, and a few drops of tobasco sauce. 
Mix these ingredients thoroughly and add 
gradually a teacupful of cider vinegar; cook 
in an aluminium or porcelain lined pan until 
thick, stirring constantly. Add a small lump 
of butter. Keep in a glass jar and thin with 
sweet milk as needed.

N every large city, even in towns and vil- 
lages, wherever there is a position for 
women to fill, there are scores or more 
of ‘applicants for the place. Those who 
do not understand the situation look at 


this vast army of women, pitying them onee 


and all from the depths of their hearts. In 
nine cases out of ten it is the trim looking 
girl, whose hands are encased in neat fitting 
kid gloves, and whose shoes are new and 
who elbows the poorly dressed girl 
aside, gaining the coveted place. 

Employers do not always look into the need 
They generally select from 
the standpoint of appearance. Thus it is that 
many a girl of well to do parents, who is 
really not forced to earn her own living, takes 
the food out of the mouth of the poor girl 
whom stern necessity forces to earn her 
bread if she would eat,

The well to do girl who takes a position 
only to earn pin money to gratify her desire 
for extra furbelows and trinkets to appease 
her vanity raises no question of price for her 
services. She is willing to take less than 
the other girl can afford to work for. The 
employer who takes such a girl for her ap- 
pearance, thinking possibly that she can com- 
mand a better class of trade, makes a grave 
He wonders why many of his old 
customers fall off. They could tell him if 
they would that they received scant courtesy 
at the hands of the saleslady, who was much 
more interested in keeping the cuticle of her 
rosy fingernails in shape than in looking over 
boxes to make her customers satisfied. Her 
object in taking the position may simply be 
to see and be seen. She has no board to 
pay, no clothes to *buy; she can spend what 


isd 


she earns for beauty decorations. 

Girls of this kind should realize that they 
are cheating the needy and starving the poor, 
manacling the hands of those who are eager 
to work. The proprietor who passes by the 
girl who is shabbily clothed and whose gloves 
show many neatly mended rents is doing an 
injustice to the working class. The poor girl 
realizes how much depends upon her keeping 
her position, and exerts herself to make a 
friend for her erhployer of each customer. She 
does not wait upon men in preference to 
women, nor bestow flattering glances upon 
them. Nor does she permit them to escort 
her home after the day’s duties are over. 

The needy girl never asks for a day off to 
go to picnics, excursions, or trolley rides. She 
is at her post of duty early and late, rain 
or shine, in the Intense heat of the summer 
or the bitter cold of winter. Girls who do 
not actually need the money will not put 
themselves out to be housed in stores or fac- 


-tories when it does not suit their conventence 


to be there,

It is the dressy girl whose folks are able 
to support her who. has more of an eye to 
marriage than to her advancement. And by 
the time that her employer is most dependent 
upon her services she informs him unexpected-_ 
ly that she’s “going to quit to get mar- 
ried.” 

Then it Is that the employer realizes that 
it would have been far wiser for him had he 
selected from the first a girl who would stick 
to the business and work for his interest, be- 
cause of her dire needs, and for those of her 
loved ones who depend upon her labor to Keep 
the roof over their heads and the wolf from 
the door. 

When the girl who has thrown up her 
position so jauntily comes back to him six 
months later, suing tor the same place, say- 
ing that she is now obliged to work for her

Emperor Present at the Cere- 
mony Opening Stadium. 


SCENE-OF: OLYMPIC GAMES. 


Procession Parading Before Ruler 
Includes 9,000 Persons. 


a 


BERLIN, June 8.—The next Olympic games 
are three years awa), but the great stadium, 
where the contests will be held, was dedicated 


at noon today. 

Brilliant summer weather favored the 
ceremonies, which were honored by the pres- 
,»ence of the emperor, attended by the im- 
peria! chancellor, Dr. Von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg. <A deputation from the international Oy!Im- 
weg. A deputation from the international Olym- 
ing societies to the number of 30,000 paraded 
from the center of Berlin to the stadium. 

Gen. Von Podbielski delivered an address, er 
phasizing the purpose of the stadium to develop 
physical strength and patriotic sfirit. He pro- 
pored as a device for German athletes ‘* Ever 
prepared for the empire's glory,’’ the words 
written years ago by the emperor in the Golden 
Book at Munich. 


Parade Before Emperor. 

When Gen. Von Podbielski finished speaking the 
athletic organization entered the stadium and 
filed past the emperor at salute. The procegsion 
included 9,000 girl and boy scouts. 

The idea of a German stadium originated during 
the discussions of a party of German Olympic 
officials on the return trip from the Olympic 
games in Athens in 1896. It was not untill ten 
years later, however, that the idea began to take 
definite form, and in May, 1912, the successful 
financing of the plan was assured. The stadium 
has practically been completed in nine months. 

It is built tn a natural depression, the highest 
tier of seats being level with the ground. Be- 
sides the special box for the royal family there 
are 2,208 box seats, while the total capacity is 
about 30,000. 


Straightaways on Both Sides. 

The bicycle track is some thirty feet below 
the upper tier of seats. It is 666.67 meters 
around, three circuits being equal to two kiio- 
meters, or proximately a mile and.a quarter. 
An unusual feature is a straightaway of 168 me- 
ters on either side. The cinder path, within 
the cycle couree, is 600 meters around and 7% 
meters wide. 

Before. the imperial box there is a special 100 
meter track for the sprints. The center of the 
stadium comprises a football field and two fields 
for gymnastics, weight throwing, Jumping, and 
similar sports. The swimming basin is 100 
meters in length »~° “" ~ ters in width.
